The Work of Recovering; Explo- 
sion Victims Goes On. 



Rain Adds to the Gloom Around tbe 
Scene of Disaster at Detroit. 



A Bmty Mangled Beyond Recognition. Tint 
Identified by the I lathing, Taken Out- 
All til* Injured Doing- Well llut One 
— Engineer Fader Survrlllance. 

Dktroit, Not. 0.— Rain arid* to the 
gloom nround tbe scene of Wednes- 
day^ Lamed street disaster. The 
crowds have dwindled to a few hun- 
dreds of the ourlous and the friends 
and relatives of the half dozen persons 
who are still counted among the miss- 
ing. It rained nearly all night, but 
despite the almost steady downpour 
the men at work on the ruins of the 
Davis &. Co. establishment, No. 43 
Lamed street, kept steadily at 
work and by daylight every bit of 
wreckage hod been cleaned out and 
the basement floor was absolutely 
clean. By thia time the walls of the 
Journal building had been shored and 
work began on the wreckage of build- 
ing No. 47. It was still raining hard 
when the day shift came on duty, but 
the work did not stop for an instant. 
The shift comprised more than a hun- 
dred men and two dozen teams and 
the wreckage Is fast disappearing. 

To facilitate the work much of the 
wreckage of No. 47 is being thrown 
into the cellar of No. 34, and it will be 
only a few hours now when the bodies 
of those still missing will bo recovered. 
The boilers also will be uncovered and 
the blame for the disaster fixed beyond 
all question. Late Thursday night a 
body of workers who were picking at 
the ruins of No. 47 uncovered the head 
of a girl whose body was pinned be- 
neath the heavy timbers lying along 
the Journal building. Hhewas a pretty 
girl and was not disngured. 

Oeroge Uhllck, who was digging In 
tbe ruins ever since the accident oc- 
curred, looking for his sister Anna, 
who was employed in HlUers, was 
among the group whioh found the 
body. The boy recognized his sistei 
immediately and his grief was awful. 
It was ten o'clock Friday morning be- 
fore the girl's body could be gotten 
from underneath the heavy timbers. 
At 1:015 the workers uncovered the leg 
of a man. He is buried under heavy 
machinery, and it will bo some hour« 
before the body can be removed. 

The body under toe heavy machin- 
ery was recovered shortly after noon. 
It was crushed and mangled beyond 
all recognition, but was identified by 
the clothing as that of Charles Llnd. 

With the exception of Annie O'Don- 
oghoe, who is still in a critical condi- 
tion, all of the Injured are doing well 
and will recover. Friday morning the 
prosecuting attorney ordered that 
Engineer Thompson, who was in 
charge of the boilers of tie Journal 
building, be kept under police surveil- 
lance. Thompson will be kept under 
surveillance until the cause of the 
boiler exploalon has been thoroughly 
Investigated. If he is well enough he 
will be taker to Central stution, if not 
a policeman will be kept on duty at

A NEW DEAL. 

Nicaragua Canal to Be Built by 
American and British Gold. 



No Financial Asslstarce From the 
Government Will Be Asked. 



The Hnlldlng nf the Canal Pnr*ly a Private 
Enterprise-Warner Miller Aaalated In 
Negotiating tbe London Deal-Much 
Opposition Expected Over Here. 

Chicaoo, Nov. a — An afternoon 
newspnpor publishes a lengthy article 
purporting to give facts regarding a 
new deal, the consummation of which 
will mean the complete construction 
of the Nicaragua ship canal with 
American and Urltish millions, purely 
as a private enterprise, aided material- 
ly by Chicago capital, as represented 
in newly invented machinery in suc- 
cessful operation on the Chicago drain- 
age canal. It is stated that all attempts 
to obtain financial assistance from the 
United States government through the 
congress will be abandoned, and If it 
should develop that the charter grant- 
ed the Nicaragua Maritime Cunal Co. 
by congress is likely to prove embar- 
rassing, it will be surrendered without 
hesitation. With revised estimates of 
the cost of constructing the canal, 
based on the great saving through use 
of the Improved excavating machinery 
owned by Chioago contractors and

promoters went to London and 
t-heir tempting plans before the money 
kings of the world's metropolis. For 
months these financiers have been in- 
vestigating the proposition and the 
great deal is on the verge of consum- 
mation. The new figures call for the 
expenditure of 810.000,000. In sub- 
stantiation of the truth of this state- 
ment it is asserted that England and 
other experts in the employ of the Nic- 
aragua Ship Canal Construction Co., 
which hos invested SH.OOo.ooo In the 
Isthmus canal to date, have been camp 
Ing for months on the line of the Chi- 
cago canal from here to Joliet, observ- 
ing the wonderful roechanieul improve- 
ments in ditch digging on a hujre scale. 
When they returned to New York it is 
said the experts gave such an encourag- 
ing report of their examination that 
the prime movers in the great c.innl 
enterprise, notably Warner Miller, 
president of the construction company, 
were induced to undertake at once tne 
negotiations of tbe London deal. 

The officers of the company expect 
there will be vigorous oppo.-iitii 
this side of the Atlantic, in the execu- 
tive and legislative bninche- of the 
government, when the fact became 
known that British capital 
vested in the canul. but t 
apprehend any serious COfiaplioStlOBI 
from this source ur.d clu.

The liabilities of Arms failing in Oc- 
tober were Slfl.17fl.S3fi against $10,773,- 
H4S In flva weeks last year, and $24,0M.- 
13% in 1892. Failures for the week have 
been 240 in the United States agalnat 
Sfll laat year and 49 in Canada agalnat 
42 laat year. 

It has been a broken week, and juat 
before another aftor elections on the 
most important atate'B operations rare- 
ly have sitrni6cance. Stocks and prod- 
ucts are weaker and there is some de- 
crease in the nnmber of establishments 
at work, both for reasons having 
nothing to do with questions of gov- 
ernment The purchase of competing 
interests now gives the N. 0 Krlck Co. 
owcrship of 11,080 out of 17,'.K>4 coke 
ovens in the Connellsville region and 
practical control of more than three- 
quarters and an advance in the price 
of coke is expected. 

The United States Leather Co., hold- 
ing great quantities produced from 
high priced hides, finds outside con- 
cerns reducing prices of leather and 
has stopped production for sixty days, 
in order to control the ranrket Man- 
ufacturers have offered conoeaslons 
ranging from five to ten cents per 
pair, only increasing the indisposition 
to buy. 

Many woolen mills are closing to 
wait for orders, though the demand is 
fairly satisfactory for some dress goods 
and" worsteds, and the Washington 
mills open clay worsteds at 10 cents 
advance. But prices of these and most 
qualities of woolens are still un- 
steady for manufacturer The re- 
action from speculntive prices 
of woolen goods abroad and the 
stiffness of speculative und country 
holders here reduced sales to 5,6'.'3,S40 
pounds for the week aguinst 6,889,000 
for the same week of ISM, but stocks 
of foreign wool here are very large. 
Cotton mills do well, as the halt and 
hesitation in ootton does not stop buy- 
ing of goods, and many believe goods 
safe at current prices even if cotton 
Is not The market for raw cotton is 
hald at S. Si eenta, in spite of a highly- 
respectable estimate of only (1,435,000 
bales for the year. 

Stocks have declined an average of 
81.46 for railroads and 51.77 for trusts 
during the week, with an obvious 
cause in fears of gold exports and 6eri 
ous financial anxieties ubroad, espe- 
cially at Paris.
